Forty  silver  loving  cups  and  more  than  a  hundred  gold  and  silver  med¬ 
als,  with  a  sprinkling  of  pennants  and  other  trophies  are  distributed 
over  Northwest  Missouri  now,  carried  home  last  week  by  the  winners  in 
the  fifty-three  different  high  school  contests  held  here  at  the  College  last 
Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday, 

More  than  twelve  hundred  students  participated  in  these  contests.  With 
few  exceptions  the  sportsmanship  in  the  contests  was  commendable.  Com¬ 
petition  was  keen  in  all  events.  The  quality  of  performance  in  most  events 
were  the  best  that  had  ever  been  seen  here. 

Bad  weather  Friday  and  Saturday

But,  a  young  polo  vaultor  of  Craig, 
Randolph  by  name,  won  a  laurel 
which  is  more  valuable  and  will  last 
longer  tlinn  any  metal  medal. 

For  Randolph  will  bo  remember¬ 
ed,  at  least  by  those  in  the  polo 
vault,  as  the  ,boy  from  Craig,  whose 
sportsiimnship  and  ideal  of  fair  play 
overshadowed  tlie  athletic  ability 
of  any  of  the  viiulters. 

Here  is  the  wny  it  happened.  All 
of  tho  entries  in  the  Class  B  pole 
vault  had  been  eliminated  but  Ran¬ 
dolph  of  Craig  and  Borchcrs  of 
Mound  City.  While  Borchcrs  ran  in, 
the  relay  Randolph  cleared  the  bar 
at  10  feet,  0  inches  and  took  two 
trials  at  tho  next  height  of  10  feet, 
9  inches.  Borcliers  returned  to  tho 
vaulting  pit  worn  out  from  liis  re¬ 
lay  race.  On  his  first  trial  a.t  10 
feet,  0  inches  lie  balked.  After  rest¬ 
ing  a  few  minutes  he  took  tho  sec¬ 
ond  trial  and  clonred  the  bar  but 
fell  into  tho  pit,  unable  to  rise.  Im¬ 
mediately  Randolph,  took  his  own 
blanket,  ran  over  and  covered  his 
opponent  and  told  the  judge  of  the 
event  to  call  the  jump  a  tie  as  he 
refused  to  tnkc  his  third  trial.  Bor¬ 
cliers  raised  himself  and  protested, 
but  Randolph  insisted  and  Coach 
Jones  called  the  event  a  tie  and 
gave  the  gold  medal  to  Randolph 
and  the  silver  medal  to  Borcliers 
for  second  place. 

A  short  time  later  another  good 
sportsman  appeared  oil  the  scone. 
When  President  Lamkin  heard  of 
the  incident  ho  saw  the  two  boys  and 
told  tliemi  that  both  would  bo  'award¬ 
ed  gold  medals  for  the  polo  vault.
